The salt was scat- 
tered over the floors, and for a few days 
irhile the atmospheirewas dry, appeared 
to have no effect on them; then eame a 
drizzling nun for two or three days 
tile dampness melted the salt, ftnd all 
the bugs in the house swarmed to the 
outside and remained there in rows close 
to the battens. I believe there were 
90,000 of them of all shades and sizes. 
Immediately * brine was made strong 
enough to bear up ui egg and used pro- 
faaelj on beds uid fnmitare, and not a 
bedbng was seen inside the house for 
the three years the narrator remained 
there.

MADRID, Jan. 
1 2 , — A large steamer 
has been wrecked off the islands of 
Sisarga, a group twenly-five miles north- 
west of Gorunna. It is supposed that 
one hundred persons were drowned. 
Thirty survivors have arrived at Gor- 
unna. 


PARIS, Jan. 12.—^It is reported that 
Senor Zenorilla left here last Wednes- 
day for England, and that he had secur- 
ed two vessels, in which he and a num- 
ber of his followers intended to proceed 
from the Thames to some point in 
Spain, where it is their intention to 
raise a revolt against the government. 
The authorities at Madrid were advised 
of the movement and immediately took 
steps to frustrate the attempt of the rev- 
olutionists. 


LONDON, Jan. 12.—The unemployed 
workingmen of London 
propose , to 
march to the Boyal Exchange this after- 
noon, and hold a demonstration there. 
It is probable, however, that the demon- 
stration will prove a failure, as the 
weather is stormy. 
Nevertheless the 
iron gates of the exchange are closed 
and a large number of constables are 
stationed in the building in order to 
suppress any disorder that may take 
place. 


ZANZIBAR, Jan. 12.—The insurgents 
yesterday attacked the German mission 
stations at Dar-es-salem, in which were 
a number of natives who had recently 
been freed from slavery. 
After a sharp 
fight the insurgents were repulsed. 
At 
Saadani there has been a continuous 
firing between the war vessels and the 
insurgents on the shore. 


At Lindi and Kilwa, the insurgents 
allowed the British and Indian natives 
to leave, and many have arrived at Zan- 
zibar. There is no abatement of the 
anti-German feeling among the natives. 
The governor of Mozambique has re- 
turned from Zamboesi, where, after se- 
vere fighting, he defeated Bonga. 
The 
whole province remains in a state of 
insurrection.

Tbe Supreme Court Beversea a I^o- 
cal Decision; 


In the case of Charles Pape vs. Lewis 
A. Wright, appealed from the Allen cir- 
cuit court, Elliott, C. J., holds in re- 
versing the dedsion: 


"Where a broker is employed to find 
a purchaser for patented rights, he is 
entitled to hiscommisdon, alth3ugh the 
principal violated the law by not filing 
copies of the patent in the derk's office. 
The duties of the broker were at an end 
before any illegal act was done, and no 
act of his was illegal, nor did any wrong 
of his facilitate in legal contemplation 
the performance of an illegal act by his 
employer. 
(2) A depodtion taken in 
another state which does not have the 
seal of the notary, but which has a cer- 
tificate of the official character of the 
notary, should hot be suppressed. 
(3) 
When a witness had removed to another 
state two months previous to the taking 
of his deposition, evidence of his char- 
acter and reputation at the time he left 
his former home is admissable."

Wright secured a judgment for 82,500 
against Mr. Chas.

S m y SboearSenteneed to Two Tears 
In Prison for Involuntary 
Manalancbter. 


After deliberating thirty-one hours, 
the jury in the case of Jerry Shoaflf, 
charged with the killing of Wm. Go- 
licke, agreed as to his guilt ateut 1 
o'clock this morning, and at 9 o'clock, 
submitted a sealed verdict to Judge Ed- 
ward O'Bourke. 


Jerry Shoaff was in court when the 
judge announced the conclusioa of the 
jury as "guilty of involuntary man- 
slaughter with a penalty of two years in 
the penitentiary." 
The 
jurors 
all 
affirmed the finding and were dis- 
missed. 


Shoaff did not change countenance, 
but his attorneys could hardly suppress 
a 
smile, while the spectators were 
wreathed in surprise at the light sen- 
tence. 


The jury, it seems, stood nine for im- 
prisonment and three for acquittal. The 
sentiment of the nine ranged all the 
way from five to fifteen years, but their 
three colleagues were steadfast and to 
avoid a disagreement, compromised on 
two years. 


To Sheriff Viberg young Shoaff re- 
marked: "I think the verdict is i-otten. 
If I was guilty I should have 
got 
twenty-one years, and if innocent I 
should have been acquitted." 


Mr. W. P. Breen, one of Shoaff's at- 
torneys, said this morning that they 
would seek a new trial. 


Public sentiment takes the verdict as 
exceedingly easy on Shoaff and surprise 
is expressed on every hand. The jurors 
found it out as soon as they got on the 
streets. 


OCB INSTITUTE. 


Tbe Oovemor «Ives tbe 
Feeble 
Minded School 9Iucb Attention. 


In his message to the legislature Gov- 
ernor Gray says of the school for feeble 
minded children: 


"In my last biennial message I reeom- 
ntended a separation of the soldiers' 
orphans' home from the institution for 
feeble- minded children. In accordance 
with such recommendation the last gen- 
eral assembly passed an act to establish 
and maintain the Indiana school for 
feeble minded youths as a separate in- 
stitution, and located the same at or 
near Fort Wayne, Allen county. 
The 
law provided that said institution should 
be managed by a board of three trus- 
tees; that one member shall be a woman 
and that the other two members shall be 
voters of this state and not adherents of 
the same political party, but each shall 
be an adherent of one of the two jjoliti- 
cal parties casting the greatest number 
of votes at the general election next pre- 
ceding his appointment. 


"In compliance with the law, I a]f>- 
pointetl on the 18th day of March, 1887. 
Edward A. K. Hackett, of Allen county; 
Abner H. Shaffer, of Huntington coun- 
ty, and Mary T. Wilson, of Marion 
county, to constitute such board of trus- 
tees of said institution. 


"The destruction by fire of the build- 
ing near Knightstown, on July 21, 1886, 
necessitated the securing of a new loca- 
tion for the feeble minded children dur- 
ing the construction of a building at 
Fort Wayne. 
They were temporarily 
cared for at Knightstown until May 1, 
1887, when they were transferred to the 
eastern Indiana hospital for the insane 
at Bichmond, which has been used as 
temporary quarters by the school up to 
the present time. 
The trustees report 
that they have purchased near the city 
of Fort Wayne lands for the school, 
adopted plans for building whose capac- 
ity, when completed, will be about four 
hundred, and contracted for the erec- 
tion of the main building at a cost of 
$37,027.05. 
Out of the appropriation 
for land, new buildings and furnishings 
and equipping the same, they have ex- 
pended as follows: 
810,000 for land, 
$7,487.93 for furnishings, and $740.54 
for architects. Adding to the sums ex- 
pended the contract price of main build- 
ing, the appropriation will be exceeded 
$5,255.22, f<»: which amount the trustees 
ask an additional appropriation. 
They 
also ask an additional appropriation of 
$193,300 neoessaiy for the completion of 
the buildings according to the plans 
adopted, and also an increase of the per 
capita appropriation for current ex- 
penses, to all of which I invite your 
careful condderation. 


"The superintendent reports that at 
the dose of the fiscal year ending Octo- 
ber 31, 1888, there were 239 inmates, 
which is an increase of 170. from the 
time of the passage of the law, and of 
134 fvom the 81st day of October, 1887. 


"The school ia under excellent dia- 
d|dine, and tíie officers and tesohels 
seem to be weU adapted to the work of 
tiieir aavaral departmenta. A number 
of indaatriea are bang taii|^ and it is

Between cold water, out- 
door exercise, nine hours of sleep, and 
a diet fit for an abnegated monk, Mr. 
Jefferson is to-day a fine specimen of 
physical and mental vigor. 


DOESN'T it indicate both mental and 
pedal abberation when we see the cold 
and stately Mary Anderson 
dancing 
wildly on the stage with 'the daughter 
of Lydia Thompson, the veteran bur- 
lesque? 
I t is indeed an astonishing 
night. 
They are the principal figures 
in a peasant dance of a most active and 
sensuous description.

ble to a given mark. 
There the resem- 
blance censes. 
The quoit is as unlike the 
curling stone as can be imagined. Instead 
of a ponnd and a half iron disk, or ring, 
we have a rock that must weigh at least 
thirty pounds, but may not exceed fifty. 
The shape of the curling stone is similar 
to a much-flattened orange. 
According 
to the rules its height must be at least one- 
eighth of its circumference, and this 
must not be greater 
than 
thirty-six 
inches. 
Into one side of the stone is fas- 
tened a handle which the player grasps 
when he throws his stone. A curler's out- 
fit consists of two of these ponderous 


do not consider it good curling.. People un- 
familiar with the sport might think a forty- 
pound stone rather heavy for a plaything, 
but few would prove so slight as to be un- 
able to throw it more than forty rods over 
keen ice. 
Curling seems to me superior 
to all other sports in tha^ while individual 
excellence is cultivated ro the highest ex- 
tent, yet team-playinsr is equally import- 
ant, and more required than in any other 
game I know about. In curling, ereryman 
has to be on the alert every instant; he is 
never wholly idle, and must be ready to 
obey the command of his skip promptly 
and intelligently. I know no sport where 
the leader or director or captain, whatever 
may be his title, has as great responsibility 
as the skip has in curling. The player forty- 
two rods away cannot distinguish accurately 
the relative positions of the stones already 
at rest near the tee; he cannot see with 
certainty just what it will be best for him 
to accomplish. 
The skip decides for him, 
and from his position at the tee decides 
the play. Now, suppose the player has 
sterted his stone; the sicip may think it 
not coming fast enough to reach the de- 
sired point, and he therefore orders his 
men who are in the middle of the rink to 
sweep with their brooms in front of the 
curling stone. You have no idea how much 
difference the sweeping makes. If snow 
is falling it can readily be understood that 
the brooms must be used actively, but on 
a clear, cold day they are indispensable. 
The continual sliding of the stones over 
the ice makes a slight ice dust; dust may 
be blown from the land, too, and the 
slightest obstruction will have its effect in 
marring or helping a fine shot; for if the 
skip thinks the stone is too fast he will 
not allow his sweepers to use their brooms, 
hopine that the minute obstructions may 
retard it sufficiently to bring it to rest at 
the required spot. 
It sometimes keeps a 
sweeper pretty busy to run ahead of the 
stones sweeping; the path. In order to get 
about quickly on the ice the curlers wear 
rubbers. 


"The important thing for a curler to 
leam is just how much force is required* 
to propel his stone a given distance. No

toys and a broom. 
The space required 
to play the game is forty-two yards long 
by seven wide. 
This is called a rink. 
Near each end the goals, or marks, are 
put down on the ice so that they are 
thirty-eight yards apart. These are called 
the "tees." Four yards back of each one 
a circle eighteen inches in diameter is 
drawn, within which the player must place 
his right foot when throwing his stone. 
A circle seven feet in radius, drawn about 
each tee, indicates how close the stone 
must be left to the tee in order that it 
shall count at last as a shot. 
Four men 
play on each side in each rink. The cap- 
tain of a side is known as the "skip," 
corruption, perhaps, of the nautical term 
skipper. 


When the game is ready to begin the 
skips take their positions at one of the 
tees, and the remaining four men arrange 
themselves along the intermediate space. 
The skips have absolute authority over 
their respective sides, directing the play 
of each individual. 
One of the men at 
the further tee, with his foot within the 
eighteen-inch ring, throws his stone along 
the ice, aiming for the tee where his skip 
stands. If the skip sees any snow or 
dust, or other obstruction in the path of 
the on-coming stone, he can order his men 
on the middle line of the rink to sweep it 
away with his broom. 
No player has any 
risrht to touch the stone with his broom, 
but at the command of his skip he may 
remove any obstruction in its path. When 
the first stone has been thrown and has 
come to rest neitr the tee. a player on the

opposing side takes his turn, 
ilis ob- 
joct, 
of 
course, 
is to lay his 
stone nearer the tee than that of his 
opponent, but he awaits for instructions 
from hi* skip as to how he shall 
try to throw. 
If his opponent has

may command him to play against it, to 
knock it if possible beyond the seven-foot 
ring, or at all events further from the tee 
than it now is. 
The player may or may 
not succeed in filling his skip s desire. 
The opponent then plays his second stone 
and the second »layer likewise.

t\ro stones, of course, are exactly alike in 
shape or weight, and it is necessary that 
the player should have a pair that are as 
nearly mates as possible. 
Otherwise he 
would be continually sending the lighter 
one too far and the heavier not far 
enough. 
After 
acquiring the proper 
judgment as to force, the curler must 
learn how to curve. The necessity for this 
is seen if we suppose that an opponent has 
delivered his stone so that it rests directly 
in front of the tee, but several feet away. 
If the next player then throws his stone 
so as to hit the first one, aiming to 
knock it beyond the tee and outside 
the seven-foot circle, he is likely to do 
no 
more than knock it still 
nearer 
the tee, his own stone coming to rest 
further away. 
Therefore, he will endeav- 
or by throwing with a peculiar twist, 
known as either the 'in turn,' or 'out 
turn,' according to the curve desired, to 
send the stone so that it shall curve round 
that of his opponent and come to rest 
between it and the tee. I have often seen 
a stone so skilifnlly curved that it would 
go straight for another stone, left on 
guard, as we say, when it stops on the 
straight line defined by the two tees, until 
it l^egan to lose its impetus, when it would 
deflect to the left or right as mucli as five 
feet, and then curve about until it stopped 
on the same straight line on wnich it set 
out, leaving the guard stone away in the 
rear. 
Skill in curving admits of many 
fine points in play, as the caroming of 
one stone upon another so as to knock the 
one at rest out of a good position, or the 
caroming of one stone upon another in such 
a way that the one in motion will then de- 
flect and bring up against a third.

The American art world has a new star 
in the person of Yasilla Yerestchagin, the 
Russian painter now visiting the United 
States. 
As a realist he ranks above all 
other modern painters; he disregards all 
the softening features employed by other 
artists, and paints battle scenes, wounds 
and agony exactly as they really are. In 
short, the critics say that "what Zola is in 
literature Yerestoh^in is in art, even to 
a more pronounced independence of cus- 
tom and precedent. 
So conscientious is 
this great Bnssian that he aims alwayj to 
paint winter scenes during the winter and 
other scenes during their teason, so as to 
be fully in sympathy with his subject." 


His fame is greatly heightened by the 
remarkable journeys he has made in order 
to paint certain localities. 
He penetrated 
Thibet with a small guard in spite of the 
opposition of the British authorities of 


orthern India and the attacks of hostile 
nomads, fighting two or three small bat- 
tles on the way. He journeyed through 
the 
high 
Hima- 


Parii and stndied axt under Oerome. In 
1866 he returned to Bussia and bMtt 
hiscaireer as ttaveler and painter. He 
hesitated at no subject, however hideous 
or appalling; and as he visited many his- 
toric places and depicted literally, dis- 
regarding all conventionalities, some of 
his pictures are laughed at and others de- 
nounced -OS blasphemous by the adherents 
of certain faiths.

Thouijh he 
was a stanch Unionist, he never, during 
those days, lost the warm affections of his 
Baltimore tlock. 
He is regarded in Bos- 
ton as a preacher of rare oratorial power, 
reminding some of the older Bostonians 
at times, of Webster, and some who have 
heard the preachers of Notre Dame, Paris, 
of the more noted orators of the French 
church. 
He is personally gentle and 
simple in his ways.

American turfmen opened their eyes 
when they saw in the papers that Ormonde

Not one in 200 passes both 
houses and is signed by I the President. 
It requires ripe practical experience to 
steer a bill through the tortuous chan- 
nels of Congressional legislation. Not 
one member in a hundred can do it. 
The more brilliant he is the greater 
his chances of failure. 


Most bills are drawn up by lawyers. 
A few constituents, however, write to 
a Congressman detailing what 
they 
want and leave the framing of their 
bills to him. 
There are blank forms 
for the work in the stationery room. 
An economic House taxes the Congress- 
man two cents for each blank. 
Unless 
unanimous consent is given, and this 
can be only obtained by the courtesy 
of the Speaker, bills must be intro- 
duced on a Monday. 
The States are 
called in alphabetical order, and mem- 
bers arise in turn and pass up their 
measures. 
The call can be suspended 
at any time by the House. 


After its introduction the bill is tem- 
porarily at the mercy of the Speaker, 
He refers it to whatever committee he 
thinks proper. 
At times the members 
demur to the reference, and even ap- 
peal to the House. Occasionally, how- 
ever, 
bills land in strange 
places. 
Through accident or design a judicial 
bill may land in the Committee on 
Acoustics aiid Yentilation or in any 
other committee. 
I t requires the 
unanimous consent of the House to 
shift it to its appropriate place. 


Once in a committee a bill enters its 
first stage in life. 
Unless one of the 
committee takes a special interest in it 
it may lie dormant throughout the ses- 
sion. 
The chairman may exercise a 
baleful influence. 
He may refer it to 
a sub-committee of its enemies, and 
without more ado it may be strangletl. 
Even if it passes the sub-committee, its 
fate in full committee is problematical. 
Rarely is there a full attendance at its 
meetings. 
They are usually held at 10 
a. m., and die at noon, when the House 
is called to order. 
This fluctuation in 
attendance frequently gives a chair- 
man power to kill a bill. He may ad- 
vance or delay it. If he desires to 
have it pass, and the lines ia commit- 
tee are nearly and securely drawn, he 
forces it to a vote when its friends are 
in a majority. If he wants it killed 
he waits until they are in a minority. 
Measure of national importance aire 
often squelched in this way. 


So much for the consideration of 
bills in committees. 
The power there 
is frequently almost arbitrary. 
Even 
the action of a committee may virtu- 
ally be nullified by the member se- 
lected to make the report to the House. 
He may spring it into the House at an 
untoward moment, or he may delay it 
until it is too late in the session to se- 
cure action. 
There are other 
hin- 
drances, unless a committee is priv- 
ileged. 
The priWleged 
committees 
can make a report at any time. 
Tliey 
include those on Ways and Means, on 
Appropriations, on Rules, on Printing, 
and on Enrolled Bills. 
All others re 
port 
Tuesdays. The Speaker 
calls 
them in their ratio of importance. The 
call can be jiassed over or suspended at 
any time by order of the House. When 
a bill is r-^ported it takes its place up- 
on the calendar. 
It has now reached 
its second stage of existence. If it 
carries an appropriation or tinkers with 
the revenues it must be considered in 
committee of the whole. I t may re- 
main upon the calendar to the end of 
the second session without coming be- 
fore the House in regular order. Mem 
bers in the good graces of the Speaker 
may secure recognition and ask unani 
mous consent to consider it. Some 
one, however, is sure to object, unless 
the bill is either of the utmost insig 
niticance or of vital importance to the 
country. If it makes an appropriation 
half a dozen "watch-dogs" stand ready 
to pounce upon it. 


Another chance for its consideration 
IS on what is ki^own as Suspension 
Day. 
This occurs on the first and 
third Mondays in each month. The 
first 
Monday rests with individuals 
and the third Monday with commit- 
tees. 
The last six days of the short 
session are also Suspension Days. On 
such days the Speaker usually recog- 
nizes four members, if the time' allows, 
two Democrats and two Republicans. 
The member recognized 
moves to 
suspend the rules and take up a bill 
in which he is interested. 
If the mo- 
tion is backed by a two-thirds vote, 
the bill is taken up. 
The recogni- 
tions, 
however, 
except on days set 
apart for committees, are at tlie will 
of the Speaker. 
As soon as the House 
is organized experienced members rush 
to his desk and put their names on the 
suspension list. 
They are taken down 
by a c l ^ ^ in the order of application. 
New members rarely get the tip. If 
they do get it, it seems that they more 
rarely get the recognition. 
The list is 
supposed to be of some service to those 
whose names appear upon it. 
Mem- 
bers periodically murmur and grumble 
over it. 
It appears to be an indefinite 
quantity in legislation. If it eonfers 
any special privileges the old members 
usually get them, and not the hew 
ones. 


There is a third chance for a bilL 
On any day, except Suspension Day, if 
the unfinished business permits, after 
preliminary business, such as the refer- 
ence of executive documents received 
the day before, the Speaker calls aU 
committees in order for reporis. At 
the end of an honr or less the commit- 
tees are again called for an hour's busi- 
ness. 
This call passés in regular or- 
der from day to day. 
The called com 
mittee can present for consideration 
any of its bills on the calendar. 
If it 
passes in an hour, ail 
right. If not it 
goes over untU the next day. 
Failing 
then .of passage within an hour, it goes 
over as unfinished business. 
Its oom- 


ter similar troubles in the Senate. I n 
committee and in the Senate Chamber 
every Senator has a hack at it. It may 
be so battered out of shape that its 
sponsor will fail to recognize it, and it 
may afterward be lost in committee of 
conference. Shrewd members take ad- 
vantage of the conference committfe. 
They accept seeming defeat as a step- 
ping-stone to the advancement of the 
passage of a measure. 
Thus, if an 
amendment is proposed which aims to 
kill the bill it may be gracefully ac- 
cepted. 
The other house may refuse 
to accept it, thus throwing the bill into 
a conference committee. If this com- 
mittee agrees to it without the ob- 
noxious amendment the rejKirt is priv- 
ileged, and can hold the floor until a 
vote is taken, whereas pending the 
amendment the bill could have beeu 
side-tracked by a dozen switches. 


Even if a bill passes the Senate in 
its original form, a blunder in the 
Joint Committee on Enrolled 
Bills 
may prove fatal. 
When it 
finally 
reaches the President it is not safe. 
Enemies may lurk in the White House 
ready to dead it a deadly blow. 
With 
the President's signature it has no sure 
lease of life. Its usefulness may be im- 
paired by the action of an overzealou!? 
official, and the Supreme Court may 
find it unconstitutional.

Whatcom County forms the north- 
western corner of not only Washington 
Territory but the United States, the 
forty-ninth parallel separating it from 
British Columbia, while the Gulf of 
Georgia is its western boundary. The 
most northwesterly town in the United 
States is Blaine, in this county, built 
just where the international boundary 
line meets the water of Semiahmo 
Bay. 
Whatcom County has an area of 
over 2.000 square miles, much of which 
is a wooded plain interspersed with 
rivers and lakes, with mountains to the 
east, in which coal and ores :ire found 
in large quantities. 
The soil is most 
proliiic 
in all the 
productions 
of 
the north 
temperate 
zone. 
Many 
kinds 
of 
fruit 
grow 
here that will not grow along this par- 
allel to the east, or even many parallels 
south of it, east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 
This is due to the influence of 
the warm 
winds 
from the Pacific 
Ocean, which give singular uniformity 
to the temperature—winters with the 
mercuiy seldom below zero, and sum- 
mers with no oppressive days nor 
sultry 
nights. 
There is exemption, 
too, from blizzards, cyclones and thun- 
der storms. 
The country is certainly 
one of great resources and possibilities 
to farmers, fruit-growers, lumber men 
and miners. 


The forests of this region are noted 
the world over for the great size of 
trees, of which the fir and cedar take 
the 
leading 
places, although 
oak, 
maple, 
ash, poplar, 
spruce and 
other 
varieties 
are 
found in 
marketable 
quantities. 
I t is not 
uncommon 
to take from eight to 
twelve million feet of fine timber 
from a quarter section. I t grows to a 
height of from 200 to 300 feet, and in 
in demand among 
shipbviilders for 
masts and spars on account of its size, 
straightness, 
tenacity, 
and freedom 
from knots, and large quantities go to 
the shipyards of Europe. 
The coal 
beds, too, are of large extent, while 
the finest sandstone on the Pacitic 
coast is found. 
The famous Chucka- 
naut quarry, which supplies stone for * 
every city on the coast, lies on Belling- 
ham Bay, and rises 2cO feet above the 
water, which is deep enough to allow 
the largest ship to come alongside and 
load. 
Viewing the region from nearly 
every standpoint, it is an attractive field 
for both labor and capital. 


Whatcom, 
the seat of government 
of the county, is situated on the east- 
ern shore of Bellingham Bay, and was 
first settled in 1858, during the Frazier 
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River gold excitement. 
This site was 
the original one for the Western ter- 
minus of the N o r ^ e m Pacific Rail- 
road, owing to its' TOing the nearest 
point to the Pacific Ocean, but for un- 
known reasons the route was changed. 
Two railroads, however, are now in 
course of construction—one to a con- 
nection with the Northern Pacific and 
another with the Canadian 
Pacific. 
Bellingham Bay is one of the best har- 
bors on the coast, and a number of 
towns are springing up on its shores. 
Whatcom, ^ h o m e , Bellingham, and 
Fairhaveu are in close proximity, and 
will eventually merge into one. "Some 
twenty steamers 
visit 
these 
places 
weekly with daily mails and conne«tio^ 
with Tacoma and Seattle. 
The com- 
bined population of the four towns ex- 
ceed 3,000, and is of the kind of people 
who believe in schools, churches, and 
newspapers. 


There is more agricultural land trib- 
utary to these points than in anj other 
country in the Pacifio Northwest, which, 
combined with the lumber trade, min- 
eral adTantages, water and fishing 
privileges, good 
climate,

The Talk and the Test of OM Wines. 


Now, what are the real facts about 
old wines? 
After fermentation, which 
is a jHTOcess of decay, wine will deteri- 
orate unless preventive measures are 
taken, such as keeping the wine in a 
cool or even temperature, the addition 
of alcohol, boiling (the vinum cottum 
of tbe Bomans and the vino cotto of 
modem Italians), and the complete 
exclusion of the ordinary atmosphere 
by good corks, by sealing-wax or by 
oil. 
The most common method of 
preserving wine in modem times is by 
adding alcohol and by corking and 
setding. The alcohol in wines prepared 
for England is often in such propor- 
tions that the wine ceases to be any- 
thing like the juice of the grape, and 
too often is as strong as a glass of 
brandy and water. 
But with all these 
precautions there is a time when even 
the best of wines lose their character. 


When I first went to reside in Portu- 
gal a present was made me of a few- 
bottles of ijort wine of the famous 
vintage of 1820. Port wine, having 
naturally more sugar, has consequently 
more alcohol, and thus more power of 
resistanc» to decay aud deterioration. 
This por% when I drank it, was in its 
fiftieth 
year, and it had become the 
color of Sauterae, and was more like a 
liqueur, and whiter than the port oi 
the vintage of 1847. 
About tlie same 
time I also tasted some port wine that 
was seventy years old. 
It was nearly 
white, and seemed to have no great 
wine character. 
In 1871 Mr. Babello, 
the Brazilian Consul at Oporto, made 
me a present of several bottles of port 
wine of the vintage of 1793. 
Mr. Ka- 
bello bad heard of the breaking up oJ 
an old Portuguese family where, from 
father to son, n certain number ol 
bottles of famous vintages had been 
handed down. 
I sent several of these 
aged wines to the late William Culler 
Bryant, remarking ' that the bottle o) 
was, according to the encyclo- 
pedia, of his own age ; but the poet, ir 
acknowledging the rei-eption of the 
wine, stated that it was his senior, and 
that he should look up to it with rever 
ence. 


When I came to open my bottle o; 
1793 I found it ( which once had tht 
dark red of port j about the color oi 
water, and the most insiiiid stuff. 
U j 
to the beginning of this century it wat 
not the custom in any ];art of Europe 
to put a lot of tiery alcohol into anv 
kind of wine, and when they did add 
spirit to port wine it was a little of thai 
which had been distilled from port. 
This 179:5 wine had ])robably been thui- 
treated, but with all the sealing-wax. 
and a once good cork, the beverage wah 
as unvinous and tasteless as if it ha<i 
been water dipped up from a pond and 
bottled. 
Therefore, I doubt if 
the 
Bavarian wine.^, so sedulously adver- 
tised in England as those of 1.^)40, 164t' 
and 1731, have any \-irtue in them, even 
if thçy be genuine wines of these dates. 
They are really insipid stuff not wortli 
a penny a gallon.

HE .dancing-mas- 
ters have gone to 
t h e shelf 
where 
the musty relics of 
the last century are 
stored to g e t 
a 
novelty . for 
t h i s 
season's entertain- 
ment. 
They have 
l>rought out from 
its hiding-place the 
old-fashioned min- 
uet which disap- 
peared 
with 
our 
g r e a t - g r a n d f a - 
thers, and have dressed it up for use in 
the ball rooms and parlors of to-day. 
They have not done this because of 
their inability to invent new figures, or 
vary the old ones and put a new name 
upon them, but because there has been 
a popular demand for the minuet. 
It 
promises now to become in the course 
of two or three seasons the most jjopular 
dance for the better class of i)arties. 
There is reason for 
congratulation 
in 
this 
movement, 
for the 
min- 
uet is one of the most artistic dances 
ever invented, and there is no better 
ground -for laying it aside than there 
would be for musicians to give up 
writing sonatas, or for sculptors to stop 
carving Boman deities. 


The mi£uet went out of fashion as a 
sacr^ce to the passion for novelties, 
and m the growth of the waltz, which 
became universally popular and ad- 
mired, it was entirely forgotten, and 
probably would have disappeared alto- 
gether from the world if it had not 
been for the theater. 
There are sev- 
eral classical plays in Avhich the min- 
uet figures as a bit of stage spectacle. 
In spite, however, of the admirable 
beauty of the dance and the interest it

always arouses in the spectator, it is 
very' frequently the case that it is 
omitted in the j» rt'ormance of plays 
of which it was originally a feature. 
This fact shows more strikingly than 
any other tlien.irrow escape the minuet 
has had from sinking into oblivion, for 
it is a part of the actor's business to 
learn fancy ;tnd s cieiy dancing, and 
the one' reason why tlie minuet is 
omitted in the jKn-formiiner-of plays is 
because the a tors do t!ot know how to 
dance it. There hitve lieen. however^ u 
few artists who have ^rndi<>d it, and 
thus kept it alive. 
Th»- be^t teac.hers 
are placing it upon their curriculum of 
stuiKes, and nearly all of them look 
forward to seeing it resume its old- 
fashioned place in the list of social 
entertainments. 


Until this winter the minuet has 
been regarded by the dancing masters 
as a fancy dance, aud it has frequently 
been diflicult to teach it proi>erly, be- 
cause it is a dance that requires two 
persons, and as a rule there has been 
but one pupil at a time in a schotd. 
Thus it happened, naturally enough, 
that many of the pupils of the minuet 
to-day are the dancing-masters them- 


nature. 
It consists in laying his hand 
upon his heart, and bending forward 
very low. 
Partners ».shtiuld recover at 
the same moment. 


"There is another dance somewhat 
similar to the minuet in its measured 
etiquette, and that is the pavane. 
In 
that the lady's bow is very similar to 
the one in the minuet, the difference 
being that she inclines her head for- 
ward and looks down u]H>n the ground. 
It sometimes is a harder thiJig to pre- 
vent ladies from looking upon the 
ground than to teach them to keep 
their balance upon their toes. 
I re- 
member when I was studying the bal- 
let in Paris that the teacher was al- 
way crying out : -Come, ladies, are you 
looking for pins u])on the floor?' The 
novice, yon see, is always in terror 
about her feet, and apparently wants to 
look down to see it they are all right. 
As a matter of fact, the balance can be 
much better preserved by looking up- 
ward, and it is a much more graceful 
way of doing it. 


"In mintiet and fancy dancing it is 
as necess;irv to train the arms as it is 
the legs. 
Nearly all the old-fashioned 
dancers enqdoyed arm gestures for ef- 
fei-t, and it requires a deal of patience 
to learn to use the arms gracefully. 
One rule lies at the base of all ui-m 
movements, aud that is never to make 
a gesture in such a way that the danc- 
er's face shall be concealed from her 
partner, if she is dancing in society; of 
from the audience, if she is dancing in 
public. 
I will illustrate that by a 
movement which I introduce into the

selves, Avho are obliged to })erfect them- 
selves 111 ii in order to supjdy the de- 
mand of their patron.s. 
It is usually 
taught by ladies, because the move- 
ments of' lailie.s in the dance are of 
very great imj>ortance and make by 
far the most picttiresquc feature of it. 
The writer wandered into an uji-town 
academy a few days ago and found 
that a lady teacher,' who was at one 
time a famous ballet dancer, was taking 
advantiige of the absenpe of pupils at 
that hour to instruct one of tlie wakz 
teachers in the minuet. For at least half 
an hour they courtesie<l to each other 
and looked up at tbe ceiling and put 
out their feet and swayed alwut the 
empty room, and the lady was chatter- 
ing ail the time to her pupil aud to the 
writer in explanation of the varifms 
movements through which she was put- 
ting him. 


"The first thing," she said, "that a 
lady has to leam is to hold the skirts 
of W dress. 
In the beginning of the 
minuet she must take her overskirts 
with both hands, just clutching the 
edge of the garment with the tips of 
the fingers, and raise it from tbe floor 
about as high as the tips of her boots. 
Then standing squarely upon both feet 
she is in the first attitude of the min- 
uet 
Following that comes the low, 
which is a most difficult accomplish- 
ment.

Isaac P. Gray yesterday sub- 
mitted to the state legislature his last 
message, and it is one of the ablest and 
most comprehensive dociimt^nts 
ever 
presented, teeming with facts and whohv 
some suggtistions. 


•The state debt, as shown by th<i re- 
ports made to the governor, and by him 
recapitulated, is now $G,070,f>08..'}4, of 
which the domestic debt is $4,;388,783. 
22, and the foreign debt $2,381,825.12. 
The latter is dividtnl intf) the $585, (MK) 
loan authorized by the legislalun 
1885, the state house loan of $5fX),000 
authorized by the same body, the $i}40,- 
000 loan of 1852, due after April 1, 1892, 
and another $340,000 3 p(;r cent, loan of 
the same year. 
The domestic del)t is 
composed of th<; sch<K)l fund bonds, now 
amounting to $3, iXM, 783.22; the $.340,- 
000 bonds held by Purdue university, 
the $144,000 bonds held by the state 
university. 
The total int<n<!st annually 
on the foreign debt is $79,375, and on 
the domestic $337,801.99. 


With the constantly increasing de- 
mands of the state and a sameness in 
the receipts, the govenior secis finan- 
cial 
embarrassment. 
He recounts the

Dishonest watchniakers will not hesi- 
tate to ])ronounce a watch dirty even 
when it is not so, and I have known 
cases wh(!re this has been don(i directly 
aft(!r a watch had be(Mi (¡leaned by an- 
other watchmaker. 
They act on the 
same principle as the ijuack doctor, who 
always prciseribiis for the i)atient, even 
if he has to giv»; sugar and water or a 
bread pill, and the quack watchmaker 
regularly ])rescribes for 
the 
walcli 
brought him, even if it, only needs wind- 
ing.—Jewelers' 
Journal.

Mir. Edward D. Baker, late Deputy 
Inspector Geners^ of Police in Beng»l, 
IiidiA, lived for forty years in that coim- 
try, and daring the whole period was 
aocnstomed at not infrequent intervals 
to hunt the game that abounds in the 
jungles on the streams there, from 
rhinocerous, buffaloes, tigers, panthers,* 
and leopards down to wild duck and 
snipe. 


He relates that, from constantly pur- 
suing tigers, he gained a sort of instinct 
that told him they were in the neigh- 
borhood, though he could neither see 
nor hear them. He writes: 


"I have awoke suddenly at night, and 
tossed in my bed, unable to resettle, for 
an hour or two at a stretch, for no ap- 
parent reason whatever; and next morn- 
ing have found the fresh footprints of a 
tiger round the outside of my bungalow 
or tent." 


Mr. Baker says that the beauty of the 
tiger, with the A^vid combination of 
black, yellow, and white on his glossy 
skin, is terrible to look upon, to say 
nothing of the malignant cunning of his 
eye, and the savage hunger expressed 
in his curling lips and flashing white 
teeth. 


A full-grown Bengal tiger is usually 
a trifle under ten feet long, when meas- 
ured while its body is stall warm. 
Among the hundreds which Mr. Baker 
killed, a tiger ten feet and four inches 
from nose to end of tail, was heaviest 
and largest. 


Here is Mr. Baker's description of the 
fierce charge of a tiger, when hunted 
with elephants: 


"As a general rule a tiger will endeavor 
to avoid an encounter with a line of ele- 
phants; on rare occasions it will await 
their approach, and charge home when 
within a few paces, but on still rarer oc- 
casions it will advance to the attack 
from some distance, mouth open, lips 
curling upwards, ears down, tail on end, 
and every hair on its body and head 
bristling with fury. 


"Whoever has had the fortune to wit- 
ness such a charge will never forget the 
magnificent sight, nor the terrific sounds 
which accompanied the onward bounds 
of the enraged monster, filling the ai* 
around, and drowning the voices of all 
other living creatures in its awful depth 
and volume. 


"A large tiger viewed under such cir- 
cumstances, when his head and body 
are greatly swelled out, and his appear- 
ance reiidered most terrific by the brist- 
ling of his hair, is a very diflferent crea- 
ture from the listless, fiat-sided beast 
of the menageries and zoological gar- 
dens." 


But most people, unless they were 
mounted on tall and safe elephants, 
would rather see the tiger in the men- 
agerie. 


In his forty years of hunting Mr. 
Baker killed several immense croco- 
diles in tJie creeks of the Sonderbunas 
(the low lands at the delta»mouth of 
the Ganges and Brahmapootra), where 
these ferocious monsters grow to a 
length of twenty-five feet, or even more. 


A friend of Mr. Baker's shot one of 
these great crocodiles, described, as "a 
notorious 
man-eater," and from its 
stomach took out pieces of gold, silver, 
copper, brass, and zinc, weighing in all 
twenty-nine or thirty pounds, being the 
metals of which the ornaments of Hin- 
doo women were made—w^omen being 
the animal's most frequent victims. 
These victims the mo sle- carried ofl 
while they were but"/ ini^ or drawing 
water.

of special imposts, with a view to the 
development of native Russian coasting 
trade, until such time as it may b« 
definitely put a stop to, and the coast- 
ing trade becomes'entirely Russian; and 
to collect special duties on foreign ves- 
sels plying on the Amoor and other rir 
erg of {the territory. The taxes thm 
collected are to be devoted to the clevel 
opment of the Amoor region.—London 
Time».

A Mnch-TraTeled Piano. 


In the suburbs of New York may be 
seen an old instrument which has cross- 
ed the waters at least five times. 
It 
once belonged to the beautiful Mary 
Phillipse (whose hand Géorge Wash- 
ington once sought, but who became 
the wife of Col. Eoger Morris, ^ gallant 
royalist of Revolutionary memory), be- 
ing imported for her from Paris by her 
father in 1754. 


At the close of the Revolutionary war 
Col. Morris' property was confiscated 
and when he and his family removed to 
England, the piano, after a twenty-four 
years' residence in America, went back 
across the Atlantic with them. 


In 1812 Mrs. Morris returned to 
America a widow, and the piano was 
set up once more in the old New York 
mansion, then o'mied and occupied by 
Stephen Jumel and his wife. 


Madame Jumel (who after the death 
of her hu.sband became the wife of 
Aaron Burr) inherited the piano, and 
used to loan it for the great musical 
concerts of the day. 
Tlie beautiful 
old instrument did' duty at the first 
appearance of Malibran in 18ÍÍ4. and 
of Jenny Lind at Castle Garden in 
1847. 


It was then the property of Madame 
McArvey (who paid $150 for it) and 
subsequently traveled across the ocean 
again to the baronial mansion in the 
city of Limerick. 
In 1854 it returned 
to Nejr York for the last time, where it 
will doubtless end its days. 


The piano is known 
an "upright," 
and vas manufactured at Paris by the 
predecessors of the 
í »resent firm of 
Messrs. Plevel, Wolffs Co., in 1754. It 
is made of ebony, r-nd is beautifully fin- 
ished in all its parts.

JPatriek Uenry^a Death. 


In an age when it was fashionable to 
avow 
skeptical 
sentiments, 
Patrick 
Henry was always ready to defend the 
Christian faith. A member of the Epis- 
copal Church, according to his latest 
biographer, Professor Tyler, he not in- 
frequently received the communion. 
On such occasion his habit was to fast 
until he had been at the Lord's Table, 
and then spend the day in retirement. 


One hour, at the close of the day, he 
spent in private prayer and meditation, 
and during it no one was suflfered to in- 
trude upon his privacy. 


While he was Governor of Virginia, 
he was so alarmed at the spread of infi- 
del sentiments among the young men of 
the State that he printed, at his own ex- 
pense, an edition of Soame Jenyns' 
"View of the Internal 
Evidence of 
Christian Religion," and an edition of 
Butler's "Analogy." 
When he met a 
young ma* of skeptical tendancies, he 
would give him one of these books. 
Doubtless the fact that the book was 
presented by the Governor of his State 
secured it an attention from the young 
Virginian which he might not have paid 
had it been distributed by a more hum- 
ble colporteur. 


Patrick Henry wrote out an elaborate 
answer to Paine's "Age of Reason," 
but, being impressed by the replies to 
Paine then appearing in England, he di- 
rected his wife, shortly before his death, 
to destroy the manuscript, which she 
did. 


In his last will, written by his own 
hand, he concluded thus: "This is all 
the inheritance I can give to my dear 
family. 
The religion of Christ can give 
them one which will make them rich 
indeed" 


On June 6th, 1799, his kindred being 
sent for, found him sitting in a large, 
old-fashioned arm-ohair. He was dying 
from an incurable internal disease. 


His physician, Dr. ^abell, was aboui 
to administer a preparation of mercury. 
Taking the vial in his hand, the dying 
man said : "I suppose, doctor, this is 
yomr last resort." 


"I am sorry to say. Governor, that it 
ig," replied the doctor. 
"Acute inflam- 
mation of the intestine has already 
taken place; and unleéb it is not re- 
moved, mortification will ensue if it has 
not already commenced, which I fear." 


"What will be the effect of this medi- 
cine, doctor?" 


"It will give you immediate relief, or" 
—the doctor could not finish the sen- 
tence. 


"You mean,doctor," said the sick man, 
"that it will give relief, or will prove 
fatal immediately." 


"You can only live a short time with- 
out it and it may relieve you." 


"Excuse me, doctor, for a few mo- 
ments," said Patrick Henry, drawing 
over his'eyes the silk cap he wore. 
Holding the vial, he prayed aloud for 
bis family, his country, and for his own 
soul. 
"Amen!" said he, and swallowed 
the medicine. 


Dr. Cabell, who greatly loved thf 
old patriot, had gone ont on the lawn 
where, throwing himself under a tree, 
he wept bitterly. 
Mastering himself, 
ha retomed to the house, and found his 
patient calmly watching the blood con- 
gealing under his finger naUs. 
The old 
oaAot fixed his eyes on Dr. Cabell, 
with whom he had held many discus- 
lioiM about the Christian religion. 


"Doctor," said he, with tenderness, 
' I wish yon to observe how real and 
biwiefloisl'the religion of Christ is to a 
« atfMK about to die."

his favors to the solid men, the enter- 
prising, responsible men of the South, 
instead of the professional jwliticians, 
will win a warm place in the hearts of 
good men, and change the whole asi>ect 
of the political parties. 


Another suggestion here at this time 
may not be out of place. If some good 
man would introduce south of Mason 
and Dixon's line an automatic door- 
slammer, which would close a door and 
at the same time kick the lumbar region 
clear loose in the man who leaves it 
ajar, you would see a marked improve- 
ment in the South, and also large num- 
bers of shiftless men going to the dent- 
ists to get their spinal columns filled. 


The race problem, of course, is also a 
serious one for consideration all over 
the South. The policy which will do 
something toward establishing the fact 
that what is best for one race is best for 
the other, will be the policy that will 
win, and then you will see a new divis- 
ion between the two great parties. Now, 
too many men are Democrats because 
they are white, and too many Republi- 
cans because they are black.

A happy New Year to one all! 
There is a gloomy and pHSsive way of 
waiting for the events ox the opening 
year to come upon us, and there is a 
heroic way of going out to meet them, 
strong in God and fearing nothing. 
When the body of Catiline was found in 
the battlefield'it was found far in ad- 
vance of all his troops, and among the 
enemy; and the best way is not for us to 
lie down and let the events of life 
trample over us, but to go forth in a 
Christian spirit determined to conquer. 


The papers were made out, and some 
of you have just entered into business 
partnerships, and others of you take 
higher positions 
in the commercial 
establishment where you were engaged, 
and others have entered upon new en- 
terprises, and there were last week in 
these cities 10,000 business changes. 
You were expecting prosperity, and lam 
determined, so far as I have anything to 
do with it, that you shall not be disap- 
pointed, and therefore I propose, as God 
may help me this morning, to project 
upon your attention a new element of 
success. Yon will have in the business 
firm, frugality, patience, industry, per- 
severance, economy—a very strong busi- 
ness firm, but there needs to be one 
member added, mightier than them all, 
and not a silent partner either—the one 
introduced by my text: 
"Godliness 
which is piofitable unto all things, 
having the promise of the life that now 
iB as well as of that which is to come." 


I sup|>ose you are all willing to admit 
that Godkness is important in its eternal 
relatione.; but perhaps some of you say: 
"All I want is an opportunity to say a 
irayer before Ldie, and all will be well."

out of this world into a better world, 
they will have exhausted the entire ad- 
vantage or our holy religion. 
They 
talk as though religion were a mere nod 
of recognition which we are to give to 
the Lord Jesus on our way up to a Heav- 
enly Mansion; as though it were an ad- 
mission ticket of no use except to give 
in at the door of Heaven. And there are 
thousauds of people who have great 
admiration for a religion of the shroud, 
and a religion of the coffin, and a relig- 
ion of the hearse, and a religion of the 
cemetery, who have no appreciation of 
a religion for the bank, for the farm, 
for the factory, for the warehouse, for 
the jeweler's shop, for the broker's 
office. Now, while I would not throw 
any slur on a post-mortem religion, I 
want this morning, and on the first Sab- 
bath of the new year, to eulogize an 
ante-mortem religion. A religion that 
is of no use to you while j'ou live, will 
be of no use to you when you die. 
"Godliness is profitable unto all things, 
having the promise of the life that now 
IS as well as of that which is to come." 
And I have always noticed that when 
the grace is very low in a man's heai-t he 
talks a great deal in prayer meetings 
about deaths, and about coffins, and 
about graves, and about churchyards. I 
have noticed that the healthy Christian, 
the man who is living near to God, and 
is on the straight road to Heaven, is full 
of jubilant satisfaction, and talks about 
the duties of this Hfe, vinderstauding 
well that if God helps him to live right 
he will him to die right. 


Now, in the first place, I remark that 
godliness is good for a man's physical 
health. I do not mean to say that it 
will restore a broken-down constitution 
or drive rheumatism from the limbs, or 
neuralgia from the temples, or pleu- 
risy from the side', but 1 do mean to 
say that it gives one such habits and 
puts one in such condition as is most 
favorable for physical health. Th^t I 
believe and that I avow. Everybody 
knows that buoyancy of spirit is good 
physical advantage. Gloom, unrest, de- 
jection are at war with every pulsation 
of the heart and with every "respiration 
of the lungs. It lowers the vitality, it 
slackens the circulation, while exhila- 
ration of spirit pours the very balm of 
Heaven through all the currents of life. 
The sense of insecurity which some- 
times hovers over an unregenerate man, 
or pounces upon him with the blast of 
ten thousand trumpets of terror, is most 
depleting and most exhausting; while 
the feeling that all things are working 
together for my good now, and for my 
everlasting welfare, is 
conducive to 
physical health. 


Yon will observe that godliness in- 
duces industry, which is the foundation 
of good health. 
There is no law of 
hygiene that will keep a lazy man wel. 
Pleurisy will stab hiuL, erysipelas will 
burn him, jaundice will discolor him, 
gout will cripple him, and the intelli- 
gent physician will not prescribe anti- 
septic or febrifuge or anodyne, but 
saws and hammers and yardsticks and 
crowbars and pickaxes. There is no 
such thing as good physical condition 
without positive work of some kind, al- 
though you should sleep on down of 
swan or ride in carriage of softest up- 
holstery or have on you table all the 
luxuries that were poured from the wine 
vats of Ispahan and Shiraz. 
Our reli- 
gion says: "Awayto the bank! away to 
the field! away to the shop! away to the 
factory! Do something that will enlist 
all the energies of your body, mind, and 
soul." "Diligent in business, fervent in 
spirit, serving the Lord;" while upon 
the bare back of the idler and the drone 
comes down the sharp laab of the apos- 
tle as Ite says: "If any man will not 
work, neither shall be eat." 


Oh, how important in this day, when 
BO much is said about anatomy and phys- 
iology and therapeutics, and some new 
style of medicine is ever and anon 
springing upon the world, that you 
should understand that the highest 
school of medicine is the school of 
Christ, which declares that "Godliness 
is profitable unto all things, having the 
promise of the life that now is as well 
as of that which is to come." So if you 
start ent two men in the world with 
equal physical health, and then one of 
them shall get the religion of the Lord 
Jesus Christ in his heart, and the other 
shall not get it, the one who becomes^ a 
son of the Lord Almighty will live the 
longer. "With long life will I satisfy 
thae, and show thee my salvation." 


Again I remark that sodliness is good 
for the intellect. 
I know some have 
supposed that just as soon as a man en- 
ters into the Christian life his intellect 
i 
foes into a be dwarfing process. 
So far 
rom that, religion will give new brill- 
tothe intellect, new strength to 
lancT to the intellect, new strengtn to 
the imaaination, new forcé to the will, 
and wider swing to all the intellectual 
ties. Christianity is the great een- 
ire at whleh philoeophr has lighted 
igbtest toieh. The religion of the 
^ n s Ghriet is the fopintain ont of

faculties. Christianity is the great cen- 
tral fire at whleh 
itsbrii 
Lord 
which leamlng ha» dipped its clearest 
dravghi The Helicon poured fo|^h no 
waeh inspiring «alsn as. those which 


has made the best mnsic of the worid— 
Hadyn's "Creation,"Handel's"MessUh," 
Mozart's "Be^uiem." Is it possible that 
a religion which builds such indestruct- 
ible monuments, and which lifts its en- 
sign on the highest promontories of 
worldly power, can have any effect upon 
a man's intellect but elevation and en- 
largement? Now, I commend godliness 
as the best mental discipfine—better 
than belles-letters to purify the taste, 
better than mathematics to harness the 
mind to all intricacy and elaboration, 
better than logic to marshal the intel- 
lectaal forced for onset and victory. It 
will go with Hugh Miller and show him 
the footprints of the Creator in the red 
sandstone. It will go with the botanist 
and show him celestial glories encamped 
under the curtain of a water lily. It will 
go with the astronomer on the great 
heights where God shepherds the great 
fiook of worlds, and waiter on the hills 
of Heaven answering His voice as He 
calls them all by their names. 


Again I remark that godliness is prof- 
itable for one's disposition. Lord Ash- 
ley, before he went into a great battle, 
was heard to offer this prayer: "O Lord, 
I shall be very busy to-day; if I forget 
Thee, forget me not." With such a 
Christian disposition as that, a man is 
independent of all circumstances. Oar 
piety will have a tinge of our natural 
temperament. If a man be cross and 
sour and fretfnl naturally, after he be- 
comes a Christian he will always have to 
be armed against the rebellion of those 
evil inclinations; but religion has tamed 
the wildest nature; it has turned fretfnl- 
ness into gratitude, despondency into 
good cheer, and those who were hard 
and ungovernable and uncompromising 
have been made pliable and conciliatory. 
Good resolution, reformatory effort, will 
not effect the change. It takes a mightier 
arm and a mightier hand to bend evil 
habits than the hand that bent the bow 
of Ulysses, and it takes a stronger lasso 
than ever held the buffalo on the prairie. 
A man cannot go forth with any human 
weapons 
and contend 
successfully 
against these Titans armed with uptorn 
mountain. But you have knbwn men 
into whose spirit the influence of the 
Gospel of Christ came until their dispo- 
sition was entirely changed. So it was 
with two merchants in New York. 
They 
were very antagonistic. 
They had done 
all they could to injure each other. 
They were in the same line of business. 
One of the merchants was converted to 
God. Having been converted, he asked 
the Lord to teach him how to bear him- 
self toward that business antagonist, 
and he was impressed with the fact that 
it was his duty when a customer asked 
for certain kinds of goods which he had 
not, but which he knew his opponent 
had, to recommend him to go to that 
store. I suppose that is about the hardest 
thing a man could do; but being thor- 
oughly convertedto God, he resolved to 
do that very thing, and being asked for 
a certain kind of goods which he had 
not, he said: "You go to such and such 
a store and you will get it." After a 
while merchant number two found these 
customers coming so sent, an<f he found 
also that merchant number one had been 
brought to God, and he sought the same 
religion. Now they are good friends 
and good neighbors, the grace of God 
entirely changing their disposition. 


"Oh, says some one, "I have a rough, 
jagged, impetuous nature, and religion 
can't do anything for me, "Do you know 
that Martin Luther and Robert Newton 
and Bichard Baxter were impetuous, all 
consuming natures, yet the grace of 
God turned them into the mightiest use- 
fulness? A manufacturer cares but very 
little for ft streim that slowly 
runs 
through the meadow, but a strong tor- 
rent that leaps from rock to rock, and 
rushes with mad energy through the val- 
ley and out toward the sea. 
Along that 
river you will find fluttering shuttles 
and grinding mill and flashing water 
wheel. And a nature, the swiftest, the 
most ragged and the most tremendous, 
that is the nature God turns into 
greatest usefulness. Oh, how many who 
have been pugnacious, 
and hard to 
please, and irascible, and more bothered 
about the mote in their neighbor's eye 
than about the beam-like ship timber 
that is in their own eye, who have been 
entirely changed by the grace of God, 
and have found out that "godliness is 
profitable for the life that is as well as 
for the life which is to come." 


Again I remark that religion is good 
for a man's worldly business. 
I know 
the general theory is, the more business 
the less religion, the more religion the 
less business. 
Not so thought Dr. 
Hans in his "Biography of a Christian 
Merchant," when he says: "Ha grew in 
grace the last six years of his life more 
than at any time in his life; dnring 
those six years he had more business 
crowding him than at any other time." 
In other words, the more worldly bus- 
iness a man has, the more opportunity 
to serve God. Does religion exhilarate 
or retart worldly business? is the t a c - 
tical question for you to discuss. Does 
it hang like a mortgage over the farm? 
Is it a bad debt on the ledger? Is it a 
lien against the estate? Does it crowd 
the door through which customers come 
for broadcloth and silks? Now religion 
will injure your business if it be a bad 
business, or if it be a good business 
wrongly conducted. If you tell lies be- 
hind the counter, if you use false 
weights and measures, if you put sand 
in sugar, and beet juice in'vinegar, and 
lard in butter, and sell for one thing 
that which is another thing, then reli- 
gion will interfere with that business; 
but a lawful business, 
lawfully con- 
ducted, will find the religion of the 
Lord Jesus Christ its mightiest auxil- 
iary. 


Beligion will give an equipoise of 
spirit, it will keep you from ebullitions 
of temper—and you know a great many 
fine businesses have blown down to 
atoms by bad temper—it will keep you 
from worriment aoout frequent loss, it 
will keep you industrious and prompt, 
it will keep you back from squandering 
and from aissipatien, it will give you a 
kindness of spirit which will be easily 
distinguished from 
that mere store 
courtesy which shakes hands violently 
with you, asking about the health of 
i 
our family when there is no anxiety to 


now whether your child is well or sick! 
but the anxiety is to know how many 
dozen cambric pocket handkerchiefs 
you will take and pay cash down. 
It 
will prepare you for the practical duties 
of everyday life. I do not mean to say 
that religion will make us financially 
rich, but I do say that it will give us, it 
will assure us of a comfortable susten- 
ance at the start, a comfortable subsis- 
tence all the way through, and it will 
help us to direct the bank, to manage 
the thiffic, to conduct all our businMS 
matters, and to make the most insignm- 
cant affair of our life a matter of vast 
importan;'^ glorified by Christian prin- 
ciple.

God answered his prayer 
as He will answer your prayer, Oman of 
business, in every crisis when you come 
to Him. Now, if this be so, then I am 
persuaded, as you are, of the fact that 
the vast majority of Christians do not 
fully test the value of their religion. 
They are like a farmer in California, 
with 15,000 acres of good wheat land and 
cnlturing only a quarter of an acre. 
Why do you not go forth and make the 
religion of Jesus Christ a practical affair 
every day of your business life and all 
this year, beginning now, and to-morrow 
morning putting into practical effect 
this holy religion and demonstrating in 
your life that godliness is profitable 
here as well as hereafter? 


How can you get along without this 
religion? Is your physical health so 
good you do not want this divine tonic? 
Is yotfr mind so clear, so vast, so com- 
prehensive that yon do not want this 
divine inspiration? Is your 
worldly 
business so thoroughly established that 
you have no use for that religion which 
has been the help and deliverance of 
tens of thousands of men in crises of 
worldly trouble? And if what I have 
said this morning is true, then you see 
what a fatal blunder it is when a man 
adjourns to life's expiration the uses of 
religion. A man who postpones religion 
to 60 years of age gets religion fifty years 
too late. He may get into the kingdom 
of God by final repentance, but what can 
compensate him for a whole lifetime 
unalleviated and uncomforted? You 
want religion to-day in the training of 
that child. You will want religion to- 
morrow in dealing with that Western 
customer. You wanted religion yester- 
day to curb your temper. 
Is your arm 
strong enough to beat yoar way through 
the floods? Can you, without being in- 
cased in the mail of God's eternal help, 
go forth amid the assault of all hell's 
sharpshootei-s?

The lesson is a seasonable ono. A grreat 
deal is being said just now about the Chris- 
tian Sabbath. 
"A Sabbath in the Life of 
Jesus" ought to teach us something regard- 
ing the right observance of the Christian's 
day of rest and worship. But why do we say 
Christian's day? 
Why not the seventh? In 
a word, because of the resurrection. 
Christ 
was greater than the Sabbath and so stu- 
pendous aud divinely epochal was that 
event in Joseph's garden that, almost before 
the disciples knew it. it hjid wroujrht a 
plain and signiik-ant modification of the 
Hebrew t?alendar. 
Just as the assurance 
from Egyptian bondage and darkness made, 
as it were, a • new and pious beginning of 
days to Israel, so this bursting lorth from 
the bars of death and the grave registers 
itself on the aial-plate of sacred history by 
a marked and meaningful change in thè 
modes of men's religious reckoning. All 
the sacredness of that former day passes 
over now into this, enlightened as it is by 
the conduct of him who called himself the 
Lord of the Sabbath, and whose life pointed 
forward to the bettor day that was to come. 
One such day in this exemplar life is givi-n 
us here.

Forty 
times 
over in his gospel he uses the word : nino 
times, variously rendered, in this chapter. 
He sees Christ moving, in his vivid concep- 
tion, from one stage to luiother of his eter- 
nally predetermined career with a boldness 
ivnd readiness that are In themselves god- 
like. It is indeed a ebaraf-teristic in thf 
life of the Christ, and tlfat word "straiaht- 
way" is a part of the now vocabulary 
brought into men's speaking and writing by 
the advent of Josus. 
No hesitating from 
duty's path. 
Straightway, when the hour 
was come, "from Nazareth" to Jordan; 
straightway, for gracious, victorious te;<t- 
ing, "into the wilderness;" 
straightway, 
when John's course was hnished. "preach- 
ing the gospel of the kingdom of God;" 
"straightway he called' his disciples, and 
touched by his spirit "straiiihtway they for- 
sook their nets and followed him 
straight- 
way he went "into the synapocuo and 
taught:' straightway "ho entered into tho 
house of iSimon" to heal, and straightway 
"a great whiW^ before day. he went out and 
departed into a solitary place and there 
prayed." 
Lord, teach u's thy straightway 
spirit—the divine promptitude! 


He entered 
into the fyitagogue. 
And yet 
Christ was a refornior. Ho could be such 
without being a furious iconoclast. 
He was 
all the more a reformer because he "entered 
into" the synagogue and began his renovat- 
ing work from W i t h i n . Moreover, it was the 
Sabbath day. Doubtless he beheld how 
men were revorencing ilays more than wor- 
shiping him who made the day, and we 
may say he looked forward to the great al- 
teration which his own ineffable life, death 
and resurrection should make in dates and 
doctrines; yet, behold him «luietly and 
compliantly entering iato the custom and 
ceremony of the day, that from the very 
heart of it he might move forth to tell men 
of better things. Let him teach us by his 
infinite tuct, his gracious 
harmlessness. 
Paul spoke it in strong, stirring words: "I 
mjule myself servant unto all that I might 
gain the moro—I am made all things to 
all men that I might by all means save 
some." 


And theu irere astonished 
at his dor trine. 
They are still—ice are still. 
When Christ 
enters the synagogue it is always to bring 
some new thing out of his law. When the 
preacher entertains Christ in his heart, in 
unwonted nieusuro, how astonishingly new 
the woi d of truth becomes! 
"The pastor is 
converted," we say; yes and no. Did you 
not hear his sentence at the last. Jifter all the 
wonderful 
teachings 
of his earth-life: 
"I have yet many things to say unto you, 
but yo cannot bear them nowV" 
Then'fol- 
lows the no less stirring promise. "Howbeit, 
when he the St>irit of truth is come he will 
guide you into all truth." 
And remember 
"He shall testify of me." 
O. we need Christ 
in the synagogue to-day! The world needs 
to be startled and astonished in its levity 
and the church in its lethargy. 
Only the 
doctrine of Christ can do it. 
Son of God, 
tcach our hearts wondrous things out of thy 
law! 


And he cried out. A strange placo for the 
cry of an unclean spirit, "in the synagogue." 
Alas! in later sanctuaries the unclean spirit 
is often present, and with no cry of confes- 
sion. 
Do you wish to know what will bring 
to utterance ? Let the Christ, the revealing 
Christ, be made manifest in word and doc- 
trine, and the evil spirit will be heard from. 
And whatever its cry. it will by its very pro- 
test against the truth acknowledge its own 
identity. 
Christ's truth goes 
searchingly 
out into the cc^igregation like the flash of 
an electric light, uncovering, bringing to 
divulgence. Let it break forth from the 
word of God in every pulpit, in every Sun- 
day-school class. There will be the answer- 
ing cry, and sometimes from strangb locali- 
ties. 
Those two bulging sacks in the 
old-fashioned barn, meeting suddenly, had 
a voice when under the Spirit's power the 
preacher poured forth the burning truth of 
God. and the two satanic intruders and 
would-be troublers were turned into con- 
victed sinners crying out for salvation. 


Hold thy peace and come out of him. "I 
know thee whom thou art." the evil spirit 
had cried. 
Here is Christ's answer, "Hold 
thy peace!" Silence, I know thee whom 
thou art, thou vanquished one! It is the 
voice of a master. 
Hold. Satan, be silent 
before thy conqueror! 
"Art thou come to 
destroy us?" was the petulant query. For 
answer this: 
"Come out of him!" and out 
he came. It could not be otherwise. When 
once the evil spirt is confronted by the 
Christ there is but one issue—Satan is cast 
out. 
That was the way Christ "rebuked" 
Satan, and he will do the same to-day. 
Bring 
Satan's 
slave, 
however 
abject, 
straight to Christ 
Let the Master speak; 
it is enough. 
The shortest and most stir- 
ring testimony we ever heard was that of 
the converted young man in the Denver Y. 
M. C. A. rooms: 
"Chains are gone!" he 
said, and sat down. 


At even when the sun did set. It has been 
a busy day with Christ, a day full of help 
and healing. 
Thus would Christ have all 
His Sabbaths be, restful in well-doing. But 
the day is not yet closed. 
Here at the very 
nightfall come a multitude of new and 
clamoring wants to be supplied. See the 
patient Christ. He puts no 
eight-hour 
limit on His labors. He pleads no protective 
custom for the lightening of his labors, but 
goes right on. God-sustained, as long as 
the needs of men petition Him. It is the 
divine pattern. 
When it was even in the 
Christ-life, there under the gathering gloom 
of the cross were the faltering disciples to 
be sustained, and the thief to be redeemed. 
And he is helping, helping still; yea. there 
has been no sunset to that serving, saving 
life. May the church of Christ know none.

The call can be suspended 
at any time by the House. 


After its introduction the bill IB tem- 


porarily at tho mercy of the Speaker. 
He refers it to whatever committee he 
thinks proper. At times the members 
demur to tho reference, and even ap- 
peal to the Honse. Occasionally, how- 
ever, bills land in straugo places. 
Through accident, or deaign u judicial 
bill may land in the Committee 
Acoustics and Ventilation or in any 
other committee. 
It requires the 


unanimous concent of tins HOUBU to 
shift it to its appropriate place. 


Once in a comuiitteo a bill enters its 


first stage in life. Unless ono of the 
committee takes a special interest in it 
it may lie dormant throughout the ses- 
sion. The chairman may exercise a 
bcleful influence. He may refer it to 
a sub-committee of its enemies, und 
without more ado it may be strangled. 
Even if it passes the sub-committee, its 
fate in full committee is problematical. 
Ilarcly is there a full attendance at its 
jueettngs. They aro usually held nt 10 
a. tn., and die ut noon, when tho House 
is called to order. This fluctuation in 
attendance frequently gives a chair- 
man power to kill a bill. He may ad- 
vance or delay it. If he desires to 
have it pass, and tho lines in commit- 
tt>o aro nearly and securely drawn, he 
forces it to a vote when ih* friends are 
in a majority. If he wants it killed 
he waits until they are in a minority. 
Measure of national importance aro 
often squelched in this way.

Tlie Speaker calls 
them in their ratio of importance. Tli 
call can to passed over or nuspvncled al 
any time by order of the House. When 
a bill i- reported it takes its place np- 
on the calendar. It has now roacheo 
its aocond stage of exintenoe. If it 
carries an appropriation or tinkers with 
the revenues itmuat be considered in 
committee of the whole. It may re- 
main upon the calendar to the end o 
tho second aawion without coming be- 
fore the House in regular order. Mem 
bent in the good graces of tho Speaker 
may secure recognition and ask unani 
moun consent to consider it.. Some

nillcance or of vital importance to the 
country.

This 17!Kl WI'HO hud probably been thus 
treated, but with all the sealing-wax, 
nnd a once good cork, the beverage wu* 
us unvinous and tasteless as if it hud 
been water dipped np from a pond ami 
bottled. Therefore, I doubt if the 
Bavarian winon, so sedulously adver- 
tised in England as those of 1MO, 104(1 
nnd 1731, Imvo any virtue in them, even 
if they bo genuine WIIIOH of these dates. 
They are really itieipid stuff not worth 
a penny a gallon.—MiI't'or.

It 
once belonged to Uie beautiful Mary 
Phillipso (whoao hand George Wash- 
ington once Bought, bnt who became 
the wife of Col. Uoger Morris, A gallant 
royalist of Ilevolutiomirv meuiorvj, be- 
in;; imported for her from Paris by her 
father in 1751. 


At the close of the Revolutionary war 


Col. Morris' property was confiscated 
and when ho und his family removed to 
England, tho piano, nfter a twenty-four 
years' residence in America, went back 


ross the Atlantic with them. 
In 1813 3lrs. Morris returned to 


America a widow, and the piano was 
set up oucc more in the old Xew York 
mansion, then owned nnd- occupied by 
Stephen Jumel and his wife. 


Madame Jumel (who after the death 


of her husbaud became the wife of 
Aaron Burr) inherited the piano, nnd 
nsctl to loan it for the great mnsical 
concerts of tlio day. 
The beautiful 


old instrument did duty at the first 
appearance of Malibran in ISiW. and 
of Jenny Lied at Custlo Garden in 
1M7. 


It-was then the property of Madame 


McArvcy (who paid $150 for it) and 
subsequently traveled across the ocean 
again to the baronial mansion in tho 
city of Limerick. In 1854 it returned 
to Kcjv York for the last time, wliero it 
will doubtless end its days. 


The piano is known :n an "upright," 


nnd vas manufactured at Paris by the 
predecessors of the :>rescnt firm of 
Messrs. Plcvel, Wolff & Co., in 1754. It 
is nisde of ebony, mid is beautifully lin- 
islied in all its parttf.
